THE CREATOR OF WORKS OF ART 


Assume for the sake of the argument that--all other 
things being equal--the rhythmical givens of the planet 
earth were other than they are at the moment, would the 
human mind be interested in and capable of bringing in- 
to existence autonomous-aesthetic phenomena/would the 
human mind be interested in and capable of appreciating 
aesthetically works of art? The answer certainly is yes. 
To hold otherwise as some persons who are interested 

in the history of art do is to overestimate the impor- 
tance of the particular characteristics/qualities of 

the rhythmical givens that function on the planet earth 
at the moment and to underestimate the capabilities/ 
potentialities of the conscious analytical human mind. 
Persons who believe that the rhythmical givens of the 
planet earth at the present time are the only rhythmical 
givens that are so to speak art-productive because those 
givens are "natural" fail to understand (among other 
things) that whatever the rhythmical givens that function 
within and govern a particular world those givens are 

by the inhabitants of that world regarded as “natural" 
(the fundamental concept is always the same even though 
the names assigned to that concept are in most instances 
different) [one immediately thinks of the colonialist 
who declares a particular group of Homo sapiens to be 
barbarians or whatever because those Homo sapiens fail 
for example to utilize instruments such as knives and 
forks when eating/one immediately thinks of the ma- 
jority's belief that it is "natural" whereas the minor- 
ity is--from the majority's perspective--"“unnatural"] --- 
all of which means that whatever the rhythmical givens 
that function within and govern the world in which the 
human mind finds itself that the conscious analytical 
human mind that is interested in and capable of bringing 
into existence works of art can liberate itself there- 
from/that the conscious analytical human mind that is 
interested in and capable of appreciating aesthetically 
works of art can liberate itself therefrom. Assume for 
the sake of the argument that--all other things being 
equal--the rhythmical givens of the planet earth are 
significantly altered on April 5, 2000 for example 

what can be said of the kinds of autonomous-aesthetic 
phenomena that will be brought into existence on that 
day? Is it probable that the human mind that brings 
into existence autonomous-aesthetic phenomena on that 
day will celebrate those new rhythmical givens of the 
planet earth? Is it probable that the human mind that 
brings into existence works of art on that day will 

deny those new rhythmical givens of the planet earth?
